FOUR ALTERNATIVES 


In the midst of a world collapse without precedent four | 
alternatives presented themselves: 
1. To carry on as before, and let deflation run its course. 
2. To adopt Fascism. 
3. To adopt Communism. | 
4. To erect a system of national and world planning, by 
co-operation between government and industry and 
business. 

“The Roosevelt program,” he emphasizes, “did not par- 
take of the nature of Socialism because, with the exception | 
of public works construction, it did not attempt to nationalize 
industry. It respected the principle of private initiative, but | 
insisted that this principle should be subordinated to social 
responsibility.”

ROOSEVELT 
ASKS FOR 
REVALUES

Nationalization of 
All Monetary Gold. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 15--Presi- 
dent Roosevelt recommended to the 
United States congress today a min- 
imum cut of 40 per cent. in the gold 
content of the American dollar and 
asked for nationalization of the en- 
tire gold supply in this country. 

Because of “world uncertainties,” 
Mr. Roosevelt in a special message 
to the congress refrained from fix- 
ing an exact value for the dollar 
at this time. 

He made clear he was holding to 
his “commodity” plans, speaking of 
a future dollar backed by gold “of 
such weight and fineness as may be 
established from time to time.” 

He asked full power to take over 
the last outstanding supplies of gold 
in this country. 

Much of this more than $3,500,000,- 
000 in monetary gold now belongs 
to the federal reserve banks. 

“Such legislation,” .as asked, the 
President said, “places the right, 
title and ownership of our gold re- 
serves in the government itself. It 
makes clear the government's own- 
ership of any added dollar value 
of the country’s stock of gold which 
would result from any decrease of 
the gold content of the dollar which 
may be made in the public interest.” 

“It also, of course, with 
equal justice, cast upon the govern- 
ment the loss of such dollar value

The democratic-capitalist coun- 
tries were plunged into difficulties 
which became even more serious 
than those confronting the revolu- | 
tionary states of Russia and Italy. 


The world price level fell about 
one-third during the succeeding 
four years. This fall in prices 
meant reduced incomes to busi- 
nesses, many of which were 
obliged to clase down. World 
trade, which reched its peak in 
1929 wtih a total of more than 68 
billion dollars, fell to about 25 
billion estimated for 1933, a de- | 
crease of 60 per cent. Domestic 
business in every country regis- | 
tered similar declines. The na- | 
tional income of the @/nited States, 
which in 1929 was estimated at | 
85 billion dollars, had fallen to 40 
billion in 1932,

Most of them, however, declared 
that the capitalist system regularly | 
traversed a “business cycle,” in 
which a period of prosperity was| 
followed by a depression, usually | 
every five or six years. 

During the prosperity period the| 
productive machines became over- | 
accelerated and production reached | 
2 point where it far exceeded con- | 
sumption. The result was a reces- 
sion, in which prices Heclined and 
factories closed. | 

The remedy of traditional capital- 
ism for a depression was ‘deflation.’ 
‘No attempt was to be made to check | 
the decline in prices; the industrial | 
machine was to reduce costs of pro- 
duction drastically by cutting wages | 
and scaling down debts, 

Meanwhile the wheels of industry | 
were to remain at a standstill until, 
surplus stocks were gradually ab- 
sorbed by consumers.

For ten years a financial “inter- 
nationalism” thus hid the sores of 
economic nationalism, But when 
the loans evaporated in the 1929 
crash, the sores appeared in all 
their naked ugliness. 


Unwilling to accept foreign goods 
because of a faulty distribution 
system and a false nationalist psy- 
chology, the United States found 
itself confronted with the loss not 
only of its export markets, but its 
huge foreign investments. 

Instead of admitting that their 
own commercial policy was at fault, 
many Americans denounced the 
“foreigner” as the source of their 
troubles. Economic international- 
ism was as necessary to the suc- 
cessful functioning of traditional 
capitalism as competition, 

Both principles had given way 
long before 1929 to the opposite 
principles of monopoly, economic 
nationalism and speculation. Gov- 
ernments and business emphasized 
immediate gains at the sacrifice of 
ultimate consequences; neither 
seemed animated by the principle 
of social responsibility, 


CAUSES OF WAR 


These defects in the internal sys- 
tems were inevitably reflected in 
international relations. Statesmen 
might extol the virtues of the Pact 
of Paris, but they were unwilling 
to reconstruct the world on a basis 
which would remove the underly- 
ing causes of war any more than 
they were willing to reconstruct 
internal economic systems

Department Officials Un- 
der Cloud as $60,000: 
Theft Leads Sleuths to 
Discovery of Widespread 


Stamp Forgeries. 


ST. JOHNS, Niid, Jan. 15.—! 
Swinging from an extensive inves 
tigation into widespread stamp 
forgeries, government detectives 
delved last night into the mysteri-| 
ous disappearance of stamps valued 
at more than $60,000 from the St. 
Johns post office and the New- 
foundland museum building. | 

The operatives were tight lipped} 
as they traced down slender clues! 
but from the department of justice | 
came an intimation the search’ 
might turn toward postal officials. | 

Difficulty had been met an offi-| 
cial statement said, in getting in-| 
formation from postal employees 
because of a fear of becoming con-| 
spicuous in any investigation “es-| 
pecially if it implicates his superi-| 
ors.” The government has been col- | 
lecting for almost a half century. | 

Part of the vast collection consist- | 
ing of stamps from almost ever na- | 
tion were stored in the museum| 
building closed since 1930. These| 
affixed in albums, as were part of} 
those stored in the post office.

HOW CANADA IS GOVERNED 


In his brief stay in the city on Thursday 
evening, Premier Bennett unbent somewhat 
from the stern and forbidding attitude with 


which he grected the reporters on another re- 
cent visit. At least he consented to be inter- 
viewed, which is something of a concession on 
the part of a public man who apparently con- 
siders newspapers to be at best a nuisance and 
usually a menace to the cause of truth and the 
peace of mind of political leaders. 

The substance of the interview accords with 
the tenor of the speech Mr. Bennett delivered 
at Vancouver a couple of days before, and 
with the speeches he has delivered elsewhere 
in recent months. He had nothing new to say, 
either as to the progress of events or thé 
plans of his Government. Circumstances being 
as they are, any pronouncement from the head 
of any government is bound to be scanned 
anxiously by readers eager to detect a ground 
for hope in a change of publie policy. Edmon- 
ton readers scanned the reports of Mr. Ben- 
nett’s interview, as they have perused the re- 
ports of his speeehes, in vain if they looked 
for indications of that kind. 

There are some signs, the Premier said, 
that improvements are occurring in world cdn- 
ditions. There is no news in that for anybody. 
Tough as the times are, people still manage to 
buy an occasional newspaper, and read it. They 
are therefore quite aware that for several 
months the peoples of the world have been 
struggling fitfully in the bonds with which they 
have been shackled, and have here and there 
managed to achieve betterments, despite these 
restrictions. 

From these sporadic betterments abroad, 
Canada naturally benefits. Britain, because of 
its industrial revival, needs more Canadian 
lumber, and the men have been sent back into 
the woods in British Columbia and the eastern 
provinces. The wheat crop in Russia and some 
other important competing countries is below 
normal quality, and the price in Canada has 
been modestly helped accordingly, The repeal 
of prohibition in the United States has opened 
the market of that country to Canadian whis- 
key, and exports of that commodity bulk larger 
in our exports than for many years. All these 
are entirely normal reactions from changes in 
conditions abroad, and the reactions will be- 
come more notable if the changes in other 
lands grow more numerous or more marked. 
All of which has been known to the reading 
public, 

+ * &% 

There the interview ended. Not a word was 
added as to the Government of Canada having 
in mind any plans to help along the progress 
of recovery. 

Nothing was said as to parliament reversing 
some of the policies which have intensified the 
influence of the world-wide depression upon 
the people of Canada. 

There was no suggestion of any effort in 
prospect to liberate international trade by ne- 
gotiating trade treaties with other countries. 

There was no hint that the credit monopoly 
in Canada will be broken or that any important 
change in monetary policy will be made, 

There was not a word from which could 
be inferred any intent to compensate the pub- 
lie for the loss and looting to which they have 
been subjected through three years of un- 
checked and partially engineered deflation; 
nothing by way of a “new deal” for those 
whose homes have been taken from them, 
whose right to earn a living has been denied, 
who have been victimized without let or hin- 
drance by fore-closures, tax enforcement and 
forced sales, 

Not a word as to any constructive policy for 
the extension of employment and the restora- 
tion of buying power through the increase of 
wages. 

No suggestion that the Dominion Govern- 
ment contemplates helping the distressed proyv- 
inces and municipalities re-finance their debts 
in keeping with the diminished tax-paying 
power of their tax-payers, 

No hint that farm-owners and home-owners 
will be enabled to re-finance their mortgages 
on terms and at interest rates within reach of 
their depleted earnings. 

No indication of any intention to relieve the 
taxpayers of Canada, even in part, of the bur- 
den of having to find one million dollars per 
day to pay interest on public borrowings before 
they start to support their families or meet their 
private obligations. 

* a * 

This was the important part of the Prem- 
fer’s interview—the part that was left unsaid. 
These are the issues with which the people of 
Canada are at death-grips, and in regard to 
whieh they have a right to know what their 
Government proposes to do to help save them, 
Platitudes about improvements abroad and 


+ 


their reflex influence upon certain lines of busi- 
ness in Canada, only mock the distress of the 
hundreds of thousands who have been ruined 
by the Joss of property and savings, and the 
hundreds of thousands who are now dependent 
upon public relief for the means of livelihood. 

Where is the “clarion eall” to the nation 
to follow the leader, who three years ago 
pledged himself to lead it to the heights of 
prosperity, in effecting a national policy of re- 
covery’ There is none, as there has been none 
for three weary and wretched years. 

Mr. Bennett is not making any “keynote” 
speeches now, and has made none since the 
votes were counted three and a half years ago. 
He dropped the role of leadership when he at- 
tained the power to make leadership effective. 
Since then the standing theme of his dolorous 
discourses has been the impotence of his Gov- 
ernment to do anything but wait and see if the 
times would not get better. His interview at 
Edmonton is only an echo of that plea of help- 
lessness, coupled with a hope that other gov- 
ernments may do for Canada what its own 
Government has failed to do. 

Nowhere in his statements, at Edmonton or 
elsewhere, is there a stiggestion of recognition 
on the part of Mr. Bennett that we have in 
these years emerged into a new and different 
world, a world where values are different, and 
where public policy must shape itself to new 
ends; a world in whieh human interests must 
take precedence over money interests and anti- 
quated creeds. His appeal is still, as ever, 
“back to the heroic days of your fore-fathers’— 
which, in plain word) means back to wagés of 
one dollar a day and “board yourself.” 

To do the Premier credit, he neither claims 
to have kept his promises of 1930 nor promises 
anything for the future but a continuance of 
the policy under which the country has flound- 
ered from the depth of depression to the depth 
of despair. 

If recovery is coming, that admittedly is 
through no action of Mr. Bennett and his Gov- 
ernment.

The Passing Show

It may be significant that the fitst docu. 
ments ordered to be printed in the Congres- 
sional Record at the present sittings of the 
U. S. Congress relate to the monetization of 
silver, 

New and higher gold prices are continually 
being fixed by Washington as part of Presi- 
dent Roosevelt's plan to in- 
flate the American dollar 
back to where it was in 1926 
when most of the farm mort- 
gages and insurance policies 
were afranged. He has plain- 
ly stated in as many words 
that he will continue his ef- 
forts until he has made it 
possible for the farmet to pay 
his debts in dollars of equal 

: value to those he bor- 
J. S. Cowper rowed. 

That, of course, has profound interest for 
every westetn Canadian farmer. While Canada 
has adopted a “waft and see’ policy and it 
may be assumed that the money interests of 
Canada will retard reflation of our coinage 
back to where it was in 1926, yet in the event 
of the Roosevelt policy achieving the results 
anticipated by the President and his expert ad- 
visers, by the natural application of economic 
law, Canada will then have to readjust itself 
to the standards set by its big neighbor. Gres- 
ham’s Law, which has proved itself from the 
days of its creator in the reign of Queen Eliza- 
beth, that “cheap money drives out dear 
money,” would attend to that, no matter what 
any individual or favored group might desire. 


se 
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Roosevelt has moved the price of gold from 
$20.67 per ounce to over $38 an ounce. With 
the 1926 commodity price scale at about double 
that scale when Roosevelt started sending gold 
prices up, the ultimate goal should be about 
$41.34 per ounce. At that price he will have 
sueceeded in cutting the amount of gold in the 
dollar to half of what.it used to be, and helped 
commodity prices to crystallize at around the 
1926 scale. 

What is going to happen to silver in the 
meantime? That is a question which affects 
more than the farmer. It ithmediately affects 
the silver miner. It affects ourselves in west- 
etn Canada. The pre-Cambfian shield which 
stretches across northern B. C., northern Al- 
berta and northern Saskatchewan, is rich in 
silver. Especially if, as some far-seeing peo- 
ple believe, the ultimate destiny of Canada is 
to divide into two Dominions with separate 
fiscal systems, the coinage of silvet on a basis 
comparable to gold would become a great fac- 
tor in the enormous wealth and commercial 
prestige that would come to a western Domin- 
ion with separate coinage and fiscal system. 
In noting the frequent advances in gold prices, 
we overlook the fact that rising gold prices will 
compel further advances in silver prices. 

After he has attained his gold price objec- 
tive, does President Roosevelt intend to rest 
there, or will he bring his country back to the 
palmy days when silver was coined on a basis 
of 16 to 1?

A Toronto Conservative editor in an all- 
Canedian broadcast over the Canadian Radio 
Commission system a week ago said that Can- 
ada could never contemplate a reconstruction 
programme comparable to that of United States. 
Obviously this little-Canadian view was based 
on the theory that Canada will restrict itself 
to the limitations allowed by the holders of 
gold, and ignore its silver resources, while 
United States goes ahead and avails itself of 
both sources of currency. It is a view that fails 
to take cognisance of the spirit of the Canadian 
people and the growth of monetary knowledge. 

United States today has initiated a return to 
bimetallism. Silver producers can obtain 6412 
cents an ounce in silver coins for their metal. 
That lifted silver in United States from a mar- 
ket value of 44 cents an ounce to a minting 
value at 64% cents. It established.a temporary 
basis of about 32 to 1. The world value with 
gold at 133 shillings and silver at 18% cents an 
ounce at London gives a parity of about 86 to 1, 

This wide gap in the commercial value of 
the two metals has given rise to the common 
misconception that silver is not a suitable metal 
for monetary purposes because there is a great 
surplus of it—a surplus in about the ratio of 
86 to 1 and capable of great increase if silver 
was again used for minting. 

The fact it that during the last 400 years 
the production of silver in the world has been 
in the ratio of 14.1 ounces of silver for each 
ounce of gold. The glut of silver on the market 
was brought about by the action of the na- 
tions—chiefly India-—in melting down their 
silver coinage and dumping the metal on the 
market, Were silver to be used again for 
monetary purposes, silver would automatically 
revert to a parity with gold of about 15 or 16 
to 1. The president of the Bank of Issue of 
India recently said that the restoration of the 
price of silver would do more than anything 
else for world recovery. 

* * 

The filing of documents relating to the 
monetization of silver at the opening of the 
U. S. Senate is significant because among them 
is a letter from the silver producers pointing 
out that each time the administration raises 
the price for gold, the 644% cents price for sil- 
ver has its purchasing price reduced, In reply 
is a letter from Senator Key Pittman, who 
represented the silver interests at the World 
Economic Conference, intimating that the presi- 
dential figure of 64% cents is not final, but 
that “it will aid Congress because it is much 
easier to obtain the free coinage of silver.at 
a valuation of $1.29 an ounce (the 16 to 1 
ratio) when silver is 64% cents an ounce than 
when it is 44 cents an ounce,” 

It looks as if United Statese is going to lead 
the world out of bondage to gold, and permit 
currency to expand with the national needs by 
the coinage of silver, 
ni %e % 

Looking back over history, one has to con- 
eede that the shrewd Rothschild who bought 
up British Consols cheap on advance informa- 
tion about Wellington's victory at Waterloo, 
and induced the British government to relin- 
quish bimetalism so that he got payment in 
gold, placed generations in thrall. With gold 
unable to keep pace with the world’s monetary 
needs, he laid the foundation for bankers to 
make fortunes by lending (and sometimes call-

You will find that the strong new idea 
will in time take root in your sub-conscious 
mind and will gradually crowd out any atti- 
tude of fear of sickness until your body will 
grow more healthy. Remember you mind and 
your radio are the same—you can listen to only 
one thing at a time and the good thing will 
crowd out that which is not good. 

Let me give you a positive example of how 
this habit of dialing in will help you. I know 
that many people are constantly struggling 
with the problem of anger. The angry feeling 
may rush over them so suddenly that it hap- 
pens almost like an accident. It is possible to 
learn how to control anger by using the method 
about which I have told you. The next time 
you are angry, I want you to do this: You are 
to look at your feet. Send them a strong com- 
mand to start walking. Keep on walking until 
you meet the next person you see. Then and 
there you are to say something pleasant to that 
person which will make him feel good. You 
are to thihk of a pleasant remark and then you 
are to TELL IT TO HIM. 

Such a habit not only helps the other fel- 
low, it helps you. If you will keep on doing 
this you will find that your old habit of be- 
coming angry is growing weaker until it en- 
tirely disappears and the new habit of being 
pleasant to others is taking firm hold, with the 
result that you yourself will day by day be- 
come a happier person. You will not only be 
happier, you will be healthier, because violent 
fits of anger will tear down your health, but 
the active habit of looking for something to 
praise in others will help your sub-conscious 
mind to build up your health, :

— A Day in Canadian History — 
By FRED WILLIAMS 


On this date, in 1878, a Con- 
servative ocnvention in the 
old Shaftesbury Hall at Toron- 
to decided the fiscal fate of 
Canada and, incidentally, took 
John A. Macdonald back into 
office. William Wallace of 
Simeoe county presided; Acton 
Burrows, then editor of the 
Guelph Herald, and William 
Johnston, editor of the Kings- 
ton Daily News, were joint 
secretaries. 

It was not an entirely new 
proposition that John A. sub- 
mitted to his party, out of 
power. Two years before he 
had moved in the House of 
Commons a resolution urging 
protection to native industries 
and again on March 2, 1877, 
had presented a similar mo- 
tion, Which had been voted 
down by 109-78. During the 
recess the Old Chief had done 
much speaking in Ontario and 
Quebec; Tupper had done the 
same thing in Nova Scotia; 
and the time was ripe for aec- 
tion by the whole party. As 
soon as organization was com- 
pleted, Sir John took the piat- 
form and presented these reso- 
lutions: 

“The delegates from several 
Liberal Conservative associa- 
tions assembled in convention, 
having completed the work of 
organization, feel that they 
ought not to separate without 
placing on record their views 
on the subject; which, at this 
moment especially, affects the 
interests of Canada. 

“1, They are satisfied that the 
welfare of C@énada requires the 
adoption of a national financial 
policy, which, by a judicious 
re-adjustment of the tariff, 


will benefit and foster the ag- 
ricultural, mining and manu- 
facturing interests of the Do- 
minion. 

“2. That no stich re-adjust- 
ment will be satisfactory to 
the interests affected, or to the 
country, if adopted as a proe 
visional means only—to meet 
a temporary exigency —nor 
unless it is to be made and 
carried out as a national pol- 
icy. 

“3, That, until a reciprocity 
of trade is established with 
our neighbors, Canada should 
move in the direction of a 
reciprocity of tariffs, so far as 
her varied interests may de- 
mand, 

“4. That it is the duty of the 
people of Canada to forcé upon 
the attention of the govern- 
ment and parliament of the 
Dominion the necessity of 
catrying out these views, and 
to withhold or withdraw their 
confidence from any govern- 
ment which may fail, from 
want of will or want of abil- 
ity, to enforce them by legis- 
lative enactment.” 

When parliament met Sir 
John submitted again his N.P. 
resolution; it was voted down 
March 13, by 104-77, but when 
the people spoke in the gen- 
eral elections of August 17, 
the N. FP. was overwhelmingly 
endorsed, the Conservatives 
electing 137 members to 69 
Liberals, every province ex- 
cept New Brunswick giving a 
Tory majority. 

The original of the above 
N. P. resolutions is a treasured 
possession of Mr. Acton Bur- 
rows, still very active in the 
publishing business at Toronto 
despite his advanced years. 


Current Comment 


THE RE-VALUATION OF 
GOLD 
Surprise was occasioned 
some weeks ago when Mr. Ben- 
nett intimated that it might be 
possible for Canada to add to 
the paper money in circulation 
without committing the coun- 
try to a dangerous degree of 
inflation, This was a more lib- 
eral view than any previously 
expressed by the premier on 
monetary questions. Mr. Ben- 
nett’s altered viewpoint may be 
due to his association with Mr, 
Meighen, who keeps a more 
open mind on such matters. 
It is not generally known 
that Mr. Meighen on January 
24th last, before President 
Roosevelt assumed office, made 
these statements in an address 
before the Ontario Municipal 
Electric Association at Toronto: 
“The* volume of money 
should, so far as it can be con- 
trolled, keep pace with the 
ever-increasing volumes of 
commodities produced by the 
human race. Let a group of 
nations add each to the world’s 
money base or to the value of 
that base by increasing gold 
prices and then issue currency 
commensurate therewith and 
the effect would be to improve 
commodity values and there- 
fore to lower the comparative 
level of debts and bridge the 
chasm between debtor and 
creditor throughout the world. 
If the unit of currency of great 
countries is commensurably re- 
duced in gold content and the 
price of gold increased—both 
are necessry and must be done 
together—if a value is fixed on 
which ail agree, higher than 
the $20.67 per ounce, then the 


gold content of the British 
pound, the American dollar 
and the Canadian dollar and 
French franc would be propor- 
tionately reduced. If this were 
done all countries could go 
back on the gold standard. 
England could go back and 
England would redeem her 
pound in gold, but in less gold 
than before because gold would 
be of a higher value, 

“If the value per ounce of 
gold is raised to $30 Britain 
could issue 550 million of cure 
reney and not increase her debt 
at all, Canada could expand 
her currency and not increase 
her debt. The United States 
could increase her currency by 
six billion. All would have to 
act together; otherwise a flight 
of gold would follow from the 
country that acted alone and 
resulting embarrassment to 
that country would be disturb. 
ing and disaster would be 
probable.” 

It would appear that Mr. 
Roosevelt and Mr. Meighen 
have been doing some thinking 
along similar lines.—Toronto 
Star.

Classic, 

Parliament Hill may tire of Mr. Bennett's stentorian tones, 
but Vancouver seldom listens to such eloquent speaking. 

With Mr. Bennett, as with all great ofators, the mere men- 
tion of dollars and cents and fractional percentages assumes a 
new dignity and melody that bewitches the listener. 

Thinking peopie, and those out of money ot work, only wish 
they could find as much to admire in the Premier's ideas as in 
his flow of words. 

Boiled down to facts, what Mr. Bennett said was: 


A. The trade of Canada, in common with world trade, had 
reduced to one-third of what it was in 1929. 

B, Canada’s trade for the pest few months, in common with 
world trade, was on the upturn. 

C. Canada’s exports alded by Imperial treaties, ranked fifth 
among the world's nations. 

D. The Fedéral Government since 1930 had advanced the 
provinces for relief $137 millions. 

FE. Canadians were paying éach year in interest charges, on 
Federal, provincial, municipal and@ corpotation debts, 
the staggering sum of $42) millions. (This annual in- 
terest charge is over three times the total amount 
spent on relief since 1930). The average rate of inter- 


est was 4.77 per cent. 
F. The total debt of Canadians was close to § BILLION 


DOLLARS. Canadians had been profligate spendthrifts 
in piling up this huge debt, and the only way out of this 
debt was to go back to “the spirit of our forefathers who 
had ploneered Canada.” (One dollar pot day wages, no 
radios, fio autos or those hich living standards which 


technology has made possible.) 

We accept the fitst four fects stated by Mr. Bennett. We 
believe most people will strongly disagree with the Premier's 
whole conception and attitude to relief; with his squeezing such 
huge sums for high interest rates while the country is in distress;

In most cases thése inflated millions, including the Premier's 
fortune, have been converted into governmenet bonds, formerly 
the refuge of widows and orphans and those who had deservedly 
earned a life's pension, 

Adimittedly, the people of Canada cannot now pay 6 per cent 
or 6 per cent interest on 9 billion dollars of debts; they cannot, 
and keep our insurance and financial structure sound, pay even 
2 per cent interest on 9 billions of debts. But since Premier Ben- 
net took office his one idea seems to be to keep that inflated 9 
billion dollar debt or credit structure of Canada “sound.” 

He does not know that a New Deal is overdue. 


To protect this inflated pile of 9 billion dollar debts, the 
Bennett Government has monopolized, abroad and at home, the 
botrowing power of this whole Dominion. Mr. Bennett has caused 
Canada’s banks to turn over to him about one pillion dollars, or 
half of the Canadian people's saving deposits. 

Is the public fully aware of this? We believe-not. 

For these deposits he has given to the banks, Government 
bonds; bonds against what?—railway losses and government 
deficits. 

Instead of reducing governinent interest rates to 3 per cent 
as Australia did, the Bennett Government has been indirectly 
using the public savings bank deposits so as to continue paying 
the present high interest rates on our 9 billions of inflated debt. « 

It is unbelievable that the sane business and financial inter- 
ests of Canada are behind Mr. Bennett's mad policies. The 
catastrophe that will happen to Canada’s financial structure un- 
less these policies are revérsed is too unpleasant to even con- 
template. 

Is it any more harmful to deflate debts downward than it 
was to inflate them upward? 

A few, mis-called “fortunates,” like Mr. Bennett, may suffer 
a little at seeing their pile reduced in size and income power, but 
even they and their fortunes will be better off with less money 
but with a sound country behind them. 


Most monied people we talk to seem to prefer deflation now 
to elimination later. 


Debts must be deflated just as they were inflated. And the 
brunt of that deflation must be borne by those who finally bene- 
fited from the inflation, rather than attempt the impossible by 
passing that burden on to the masses. 

To get Canada out of its present mess, savings bank interest 
will have to be reduced to 1'% per cent or even 1 per cent. (Those 
who are fortunate enough to have a few dollars’ savings will for 
some years have to get along with littie or no interest.) 

Canada’s Federal, Provincial and Municipal credit and bor- 
rowings will have to be pooled or consolidated in some way so 
that all public debts for a period of 3 to 5 years will not have to 
pay more than 3 per cent interest. 

We sympathize with Canada’s Premier in the trying position 
this and every country is in with infiated debts. We sympathize 
with Mr. Bennett in his failure, wilful or otherwise, to understand 
the fallacy of his “sound money” principle. 

Canada’s affairs have surely come to a point where Mr. Ben- 
nett’s Party and his business and his personal friends must pre- 
vail upon him to drop his “sound money” fallacy, or drop himself 
from Party leadership.—Vancouver Sun.

D. FitzSimon stated 
in the debate held by the 
Women's University club on 
Saturday afternoon when she 
debated with Miss Mary 
Crawford upon the merits of 
Capitalism vs. Socialism as a 


solution for present day diffi-| 


culties. Capitalism is not un- 
touchable and socialism is not 
a pure religion to be regarded 


as solution of present prob- | 


lems, Mrs. FitzSimon stated. 

In presenting her arguments for 
capitalism, Mrs, FitzSimon  de- 
scribed the system as being the root 
of civilization, Tracing economic 
conditions back to earliest history, 
it is found that until the establish- | 
ment of the systetm conditions | 
were extremely poor. She quoted 
John Stuart Mill's definition of 
capitalism as “present abstinance | 
for future enjoyment.” From in- | 
dividual capitalism, grew the joint} 
stock company and ultimately the | 
markets suffered over-production, | 
Widening markets gave a sense of | 
false security and the doctrine of | 
laissez-faire brought on, too, the! 
present crisis. | 

In the United States administra- 
tive policies are in force for relief | 
of conditions, The NRA and the 
Agricultural Recovery Act the 
Emergency Relief Transportation 
Act, the Banking Act and other 
legal means have been an outlet. | 
The system comes to the relief of 
people not only in national crisis 

England instituted the house 
building campaign to meet the 
situation. Social insurance was en- | 
forced, provision for regulating the 
production on the markets was 
established Succession duties in 
England often run as high as 50 
per cent. The income tax is en- 
forced on a sliding scale. 


SUGGESTS ORGANIZED SCALE 

Mrs. FitzSimon presented her 
solutions as an organized scale for 
the buying of raw materials. Na- 
tional control may result in inter- 
national control, mutual insurance | 
and trusteeship, Credit should be/ 
curtailed at the time of boom 

Evolution is of more benefit than 
revolution, Mrs. FitzSimon con- 
cluded. It is far safer to remedy 
from within, without too radical a 
change from the system. Socialism | 
destroys individual initiative and 
results in standardization and other 
restrictions. 
MISS CRAWFORD REPLIES 

Miss Crawford announced that it} 
was her purpose to search for truth. 
In 125 years there have been 10 de- 
pressions. Today people starve 
when there is too much meat and | 
bread. Men ride the rails under 
empty cars. These are the social 
problems, Evils can not be reme- 
died by patching up the system 
because the wrongs of capitalism 
are inherent, Capitalism has served 


its day, and as for the definition 
that means present abstinance | 
for future enjoyment “Who are 
the abstainers?” Miss Crawford 
asked, 

She pointed out that the private 


control of public property was mor- 
‘lly unjust. The owners give back 
to their workers just enough for 
subsistence, and today the machine 
educes the necessity for labor.

VISION OF FAITH AND HOPE | 

Socialism offers an alternative 
policy made up of a vision, faith 
and hope. The Socialist sets a stan 
dard and everything is devoted to 
raising the human standard to the 
highest order, An evolutionary pro- 
cess is offered for the social con- 
trol of public property. A system 
of planning and co-operative effort 
should work, Miss Crawford thinks 
There should be control of finance 
Sweden is the proof of the working 
of the Socialistic system for people 
brought it about by competing | 
with private enterprise and proving 
higher efficiency 

In the open discussion which fol- 
lowed the debate it was suggested 
that in the business world the small- | 
est margin is measured between 
success and failure. Success de- 
pends upon the smallest things, and 
it is stated by prominent heads that 
for a good manager business heads 
are willing to pay the highest salary 
that will assure them ultimately of 
the strong foundation of their busi- 
ness.
